The Environmental Protection Agency may be asking 
industries to spend billions of dollars controlling the 
wrong pollutant. At least that’s a possibility BYU 
researchers are investigating. 

Present EPA standards stress the removal of sulfur 
dioxide and sulfates from coal burning power plants and 
smelters. A theory that sulfites control may be the key 
to reducing the incidence of asthma, chronic bronchitis, 
cardiopulmonary and respiratory diseases is being tested 
by a BYU thermochemical research team. 

The study hopes to keep EPA standards and controls 
on the right track and put industries pollution control 


‘dollars where they will be most effective. 


Sulfites are one species of particulate sulfur oxide (an 
oxidation stage of sulfur) and are stabilized on minute 
metal particles such as copper, iron and lead. Sulfites can 
form stable compounds with the trace metals in flue-gas 
emissions even if more than 90 per cent of the sulphur 
dioxide is removed.

“The EPA based its conclusions on the Community 
Health and Environmental Surveillance System, a study 
to determine correlations between exposure to 
pollutants and the effect on respiratory ailments. In 
comparing data, Salt Lake City has five times more 


sulfite in the air than New York City which has a higher _

concentration of sulfates,’”’ said Eatough. He explained 
that the incidence of pollution related health effects are 
five times higher in Salt Lake than New York. 

The purpose of the study at BYU is to understand the 
toxicology and chemistry of sulphur compounds to 
know what presents the greatest health hazard and what

Dr. Delbert Eatough, director of the BYU Institute for 
Thermochemical Studies and head of the research 
project said, “Environmental controls are dictated by 
concern for human health. The EPA has proposed that 
sulfates, the’ most highly oxidized sulfur compound 
poses the biggest health problem. We’re testing evidence 
which suggests that the body has a comparatively higher 
tolerance for sulfates and sulphur dioxide than 
particulate aerosol emissions such as sulfite.”

The thermochemical institute has received a $123,294 
contract from the Energy Research and Development 
Administration for the first year of the projected 
three-year study. Another $37,000 one year contract has 
been granted by the Electrical power Research Institute, 
a utility interest in California. 

BYU was given the task because of the highly 
sophisticated and accurate calorimetric instruments and 
laboratory procedures used here. The calorimetric 
equipment measures the heat produced and time it takes 
for sulphite to convert to sulphate.

is largely responsible for the development of the 
titration calorimeter used at BYU said, “This 
calorimeter, which is manufactured in Orem, is capable 
of measuring temperature to 25 micro degrees 
(millionths) centigrade. The time and heat produced in a 
reaction identifies how much sulfite there is in a 
sample.” 


Samples are collected by mounting a glass fiber filter 
to a vaccum cleaner motor and sucking air through it for 
24 hours. Dr. Hansen unfolded a white piece of filter 
paper. The center was black with particulate residue. 
“This was taken from the air sampler on top of the 
engineering suilding,” he said. 


Behind him a strip chart recorder came to life and a 
thin red line etched slow and methodical by a needle 
began weaving its way up the paper. It was a calorimeter 
read out. 


Dr. Hansen, surrounded by tubes, glass vessels, rubber 
hoses and a colorful array of solutions said, “We have a 
good working hypothesis that sulfite, especially the kind

that occurs in particulates which have iron and copper in 
them, probably react with cell membranes. We know 
they react with the blood stream: For example, Magna, 
Utah, probably has the highest incidence of chronic 
bronchitis in the nation from the Kennecott smelter, 
which has high particulate emissions. Kennecott’s 
environmental control supervisor, Alton W. Huffaker 
says Kennecott Copper is spending $280 million on the 
new Salt Lake copper smelting system to meet the EPA’s 
air standards by mid-1977. The money is being spent to 
improve sulfur dioxide recovery from a current 54 per 
cent to 86 per cent. 


Huffaker is concerned that the findings may obsolete 
the new system. “If their point is proven, the whole 
standard by which the EPA analyzes the damaging 
effects of sulfur dioxide would have to be re-evaluated,” 
he said. 

Dr. Nolan Mangleson, a BYU chemistry professor and 
research team member, said, “Industries can control dust 
and particulate matter by the use of an electrostatic 
precipitator. The problem is that an enormous amount 
of particulate matter comes from other sources.” 
Mangleson mentioned lead from automobile exhaust and 
simply elements from the dust on the ground as possible 
other sources. 

Since the research may not exclude sulphates as health 
hazard, industries may have to have two sets of 
restrictions to cope with in the coming years. There is 
already the formulated EPA standards for sulfur dioxide 
and the new particulate restrictions.

question which never’ 


fails to generate wide 


reactions among 
Mormons. Few BYU 
students are without 


needs of some kinds. 
Last year, reports Ford 
Stevenson, BYU director 
of Financial Aids, 
approximately 5,000 
students applied for 
some type of financial 
assistance: scholarships, 
loans, grants, not 
including federally 
insured money available 
through private banks. 

Still, most of these 
people would draw the 
line at going on welfare. 
“Id never accept 
welfare,” says one BYU 
junior vehemently, “but, 
of course, I’ve got the GI 
bill.” 

Welfare for. students, 
whether Church or state 
sponsored, usually takes 
the form of food. In the 
case of government 
welfare, that. means food 
stamps. Nicholas Aste, 
outreach worker for the 
Provo area Assistance 
Payments Administra- 
tion, which administrate 
the program locally, 
explains, ‘‘Usually 
applicant students 
qualify for food stamps, 
but other types of 
welfare are more difficult 
for them to obtain.” 


Once having made the 
decision to. accept the 
stamps recipients are 
faced with a new set of 
problems: ‘‘The first 
couple of times through 
the line at the grocery 


Store, 1 -felt.. very 
self-conscious,’’ says 
John. Some people 


looked at me in a funny 
way, or so I thought. My 
wife always wants me to 
take our groceries 
through the checkstand.”

Janice adds, ‘Sure, 
there’s a stigma. I’m 
embarrassed every time I 
have to use food stamps. 
And with our big family, 


that’s a lot of stamps.” 


John, Janice and other 
students in similar 
circumstances have 
overcome the initial 
hesitation felt by most 
Mormons in_ accepting 
welfare. Still, many 
people feel taking 
welfare is taking 
something for nothing, is 
going on the dole. This, 
of course, is not true. In 
the case of food stamps, 
as taxpayers all citizens 
in need are entitléd to 
the assistance. 


“-Welfane is: an 
honorable way to solve 
an emergency,” says Lael 
Woodbury, dean of the 
college of fine arts and 
communications and 


president of BYU 2nd 


Stake, “but the person 
should strive to be 
independent. Our goal is 
trying to encourage 
members to become 
self-sustaining.” 


For those with 
temporary needs to reach 
that goal, the Church 
establishes a hierarchy of 
assistance sources: First, 
members should look to 
themselves. The repeated 
urgings by the brethren 
to acquire a year’s supply 
of food reaffirms the 
importance of 
self-reliance. 
one’s family and relatives 
should take care of their 
Owens. GN ex’ toc. the 
priesthood quorums have 
the responsibility to 
watch over the spiritual 
and physical well-being 
of their members. 


_Beyond these sources lies 


the. Church’s. organized 
welfare program. 


““Nobody receives 
church welfare without 
recompense,” President 
Woodbury says. Those 
on welfare are usually 
required to work, if able, 
on any one of several 


organized projects—the. 


cannery in Provo, 
Welfare Square in Salt 
Lake, or numerous stake 
farms. 


‘Yeah, we were on 
Church welfare for a 
while,” says Janice, but 
we really didn’t have the 
time to spend at the 
welfare farm. Besides, 
with food stamps we 
have a much wider: 


‘selection of food.” 


While the state doesn’t 
Tequire the recompense 
or work commitment the 
Church does, their 
philosophy is similar: 
“Hopefully the food 
S\Gam-ps- m'¢, et an 
emergency situation,” 
says Aste. “We don’t 
want to put anyone

throush school. 
However, every time 
school’s in session our 
applications go up; every 
time school’s out, they 
go down:” 


That still leaves a 
question of whether a 
student should look to 
the state or the Church 
for help. There are no 
simple answers, but there 
are some indicators as to 
some have 
proceeded ‘as they have. 


“Students with serious 


_ financial problems,” says 


Woodbury, would 
probably be counseled to 
drop out until they could 
afford to return to 
school.” 


“Dropping out at this 
point to get my thing 
together,” says John, 
“‘would have just 


lengthened the time 


before. I graduate and, 
Sele. 2 
good-paying job. Food 
stamps have made it 
possible for me to stay in 
school.” 


“We have a lot of 
students on food 
stamps,” reports Mrs. 
Ceclia Cadena, eligibility 
worker for the program. 
“The majority of them 
are married students, but 
there are singles too. 
People on scholarships or 
grants often have to 
resort to the program.” 


Another po ssib ility 


hinted at by several of 
those currently using the 
stamps suggests they 
were too embarrassed to 
approach their Church 
leaders. <3 


For whatever reasons 
they have chosen to 
accept food stamp 
assistance, the students 
are glad to have them. 
“Each month,’ explains 


another married student 


with two. children, “‘we 
get $166 worth of 


stamps for $22. The 
money that we save has 
really helped us out,” 
Under the terms of the 
program: each successful 
applicant is eiligible to 
receive food stamps 
worth prescribed 
amounts—determined by 
the number in the 
family—which they 


purchase for a certain 
percentage of the value 
of the stamps. This 
percentage is determined 
by a complex formula 
which considers the 


applicant’s income, 


property, savings, 
medical, educational and 
other financial 
obligations. 


That percentage may 
be zero in extreme cases. 
And it’s just such savings 


-which have lead to fraud 


by the larcenous, and 
hard feelings and 
resentment by the tax 
payers. “I’ve heard of 


people driving to the: 


market in their Cadillacs 


and paying with food: 


stamps,’ one BYU 
student responds angrily. 
“Food stamps. What a 
ripoff!’ says another 
with a scowl. 


No one can deny food 
stamp fraud occurs. 
“After all,” commented 


Dr. P. Royall Shipp, 
acting administrator of 
the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s Food and 
Nutrition Service which 
administers the stamp 
program: nationally, 
“there were 19% million 
participants last year.” 
Dr. Shipp addressed a 
BYU business forum 


several weeks ago. “In 
many cases we don’t 
believe it’s willful fraud, 
but mistakes do get 
made.” 


To counter those 
mistakes, the food stamp 
program has undergone 
many changes since its 
inception, changes which 
have added to the 
confusion and hard 
feeling. ““‘When you 
change the program,” 
Shipp said, “those now 
getting benefits may lose 
them. Then you’ve got 
more trouble.” Students 
are one group, originally 
denied stamps, who now 
share the benefits. 


BYU students on 
stamps have a good 
record in using these

benefits wisely. “Some 
call back after a month 
or so to cancel,” says 
Mrs. Cadena, ‘‘even 
though stamps are 
initially granted for a 
period of four months.” 


A few built-in 
restrictions are designed 
to minimize fraud: For 
example, the stamps may 
only be used for 
foodstuffs—noalcohol, 
tobacco, pet foods or 
paper products. But 
typical of many 
government programs, 
the boondoggle gets too 
thick sometimes. Lee 
owner of 


accepting the stamps 
three years ago when 
change-making policies 
grew ludicrous. “They 
were afraid that 
customers might turn 
around and use the 
change—less than $1—to 
purchase non-food 
items.” 


How do. other local 
merchants feel about 
food stamps? ‘“We’re 
glad to get the 
business,’’ says Mark 
Levingston, manager of 
the Canyon Road 
Albertson’s. “‘I’d say that 
50 per cent of our food 
stamp business is done 
by students.’’ Ken 
Stevenson, manager of 
the busy Storehouse 
Market, replies, ‘We 
don’t see too much food 
stamp use here.” And

- The advertisement ran 
in the Maryland Gazette 
and Kunta Kinte, the 
patriarch of the family in 
Alex Haley’s book, 
Roots, was among those 
slaves. But the roots of 
the family did not and 
do not lie in American 
soil. 

Kunta was born and 
lived to the age of

manhood training in the 
village of Juffure in The 
Gambia in Africa. He was 
taught the ways of the 
Mandinka, his tribe, and 
of the Kinte family. Asa 
young child he heard 
proud stories of 
Mandinka warriors who 
had triumphed over their 
enemies. These stories 
lived on in the memories 


of the griots of tribal 


genealogists and in the 
tales of the grandmothers 
of the village. 

While searching for 
wood to make a drum, 
Kunta is captured by the 
hated toubab or white 
men and taken to the 
slave ship and then to 
America. The book tells 
of his struggles and the 
struggles of the next six 


generations, including 
the author himself. 
Tah ves. s-0f y.  1;S 


captivating. The book is 
well-written. After 
starting to read Roots, 
one wants to stay up 
long past a reasonable 
bedtime and complete 
just one more chapter. 
hese xperie me eis 
reminiscent of childhood 
days when one would 
stay up with a flashlight 
and read under the 
covers. 

Haley has added 
historical information to 


stories he 
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coordinate with the story 


of his family. From the 
heard as a 
child] Hatey has 
developed a fictional 
account of the individual 
family members. 

‘The best written parts 
of the book are those 
which tell of the 
hardships experienced by 
the Kinte family. Kunta’s 
agony at being wrenched 
from his homeland is 
shared. His terror at 
having half of his foot 
chopped off by slave 
catchers is felt. The 
anguish of Kunta and his 
wife Bellas. they 
helplessly watch their 
only child being sold and 
taken away from them is 
also painful for the 
reader. 

The stories Kunta 


heard in his childhood 


are relayed to his 
daughter Kizzy. She is 
admonished to repeat 
them to her children and 
grandchildren so that 
Kunta’s progeny will 
know who they are and 
from where they came. 
Most slaves did not know 
both parents or any 
grandparents or other 
relatives because of the 
slave owner’s selling and. 
splitting up of families. 
To Kunta, this heritage 
and knowledge of origin 
were more precious than 
life. 

At -thre--n4 ming 
ceremony for Kizzy, 
Kunta repeats the 
timeless tradition of his 
people. He holds the 
infant up, facing the 
heavens and sayd, 
“Behold—the only thing 
greater than yourself.” 
This sense of importance 
and human dignity is 
sustained throughout the 
book by Kunta‘s children 
and grandchildren. 

Kunta’s determination 
to remain African at least 
in spirit and though was 
portrayed wll in the 
ABC-TV adaptation of 
the book. Kunta’s 
thoughts, ideas and 
character are compared, 
contrasted and brought 
to life in his interaction 
with other characters. 
Some of these characters 
are not included in the 
book. 

In the book, Kunta’s 
thoughts are given in 
third person. The change 
of media made the 
addition of characters 
necessary. This does not 
detract from the story, 
but serves as a means of 
giving the viewer 
necessary information. 
While traveling to- 
America on the slave 
ship, the Wrestler 
expressed many 
sustaining ideas with 
which Kunta is 
accredited in the novel. 
The characters of Fiddler 
and Fanta or Maggie 
serve as a comparison to 
Kunta’s thirst for 
freedom. 
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Fiddler and Fanta are 
afraid -of the conse- 
quences of an escape 
att emp andy et 
encourage Kunta to try. 
Their hopes of freedom 
are overcome by fear and 
they see Kunta and his 
determination as an 
outlet for their dreams. 

The biggest and most 
disturbing difference 
between the book and 
television series is the 
addition of sex into the

filmed version. This was 
undoubtedly done to 
increase the percentage 
of viewers. The book is 
not void of sex or: 
violence, but it occurs 
only when necessary to 
the story line and is 
treated matter of factly. 

One negative aspect of 


the story 1s: the 


polarization of slaves 
being the goody guys and 
the white masters bad. In 
comparison to Gone with 
the Wind, Roots seems a 
little harsh. This conflict 
is more striking because 
as a whole, the reader is 
rccustomed to.:a 
pro-white man approach. 
Man’s inhumanity to 
man is detailed in Roots. 

Haley says at the end 
of the book,“I hope that 
they (the ancestors) do 
watch and guide, and I 
also feel that they join 
me in the hope that this 
story of our people can 
help to alleviate the 
legacies of the fact that 
preponderantly the 
histories have been 
written by the winners.” 

Yet Haley and his 
ancestors cannot be 
termed losers and are not 


“portrayed as such. They 


kept their pride and 
preserved the love and 
quality of life that Kunta 
brought from Africa. 


would’ not know of their 
heritage was not realized. 

And more importantly, 
Kunta’s dream of 
freedom was finally 
attained by his seed. In 
this expression of hopes 
and fears for future 
generations, Kunta and 
his fellow Africans are 
not alone. Roots 


symbolizes all mankirid’s 
search for identity and_ 
freedom.

study, how many of us 
actually believe He’ll tell 
us?” 

“Tt seems to me that 
we’re often too 
behavioral-oriented, today, 
too goal-oriented,“ he 
says. “That’s backwards; 
that’s the way of dealing 
with a disbelieving people. 
You can have right 
behavior without 
believing; you can’t have 
believing without right 
behavior...1 don’t think 
that the word ‘goal’ 
appears once in the Book 
of Mormon; the word 
belief does.” 

Atkins’ convictions 
concerning the power of 
belief are exhibited in his 
production techniques. 
“We're intentionally not a 
theatre department kind 
of group,” says Atkins, 
who cast inexperienced 
actors so that learned 
acting techniques would 
not “‘get in the way.” 

“They all believe in this 
thing; that’s what counts.” 
Atkins was successful in 
drawing a. surprising 


amount out of his 


“‘non-professional but - 


comprehending cast.” 
Vocally many of his 
characters were excellent. 
Dave Hill, who played 
Johannes, the madman 
who turns out to be the 
Christ-symbol, used 
intonation and pitch very 
effectively to convey this 
madness. His I’m-in- 
anothet-world tone of 
voice matched the staring, 
misted-over look in his 
eyes. Later, when he 
regained his senses, the 
mist disappeared from his 
eyes, and his voice became 
strong and firm. Mikkel 
Borgen, played by Karl 
Black, was also effective 
vocally. His stubborn 
tenacity came out in the 
gruffness of his voice; this 
effect was heightened by 
the fact that he hardly 
deigned to open his mouth 
when he spoke. Electricity 
and tension vibrated in the 
air when Mikkel and Peter 
Straeker, played by Paul 
Beer, locked horns. Both 
these actors used vocal 


variety and energy to their 
advantage. In most cases 
the actors were able to 
attain a respectable 
amount of spontaneity in 
their voices, a feat which is 
difficult to accomplish for 
beginning actors. 


Debbie Stephens and 
Janelle Chapman were 
both physically, as well as 
vocally and facially, 


_ effective. They seemed at 


ease with, and comfortable 
in, their bodies, which at 
times the other actors did 
not ; 


Atkins obtained a vocal 
power and freshness with 
his non-theater group. It’s 
a shame he didn’t elicit a 
physical power as well. 
This power would have 
supported and contributed 
to the impact of the script. 


As it was, the weak 
blocking sapped strength 
from that impact. 


Nevertheless, the play was 
still well worth the time 
and effort.
